Columbus, Ga., August 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A notable legal battle open- 
ed today in Muscogee superior court 
when the petition brought by Asa 
G. Candler, Jr., of Atlanta, to de- 
clare void the voting trust agree- 
mént of the Coca-Cola company, 
came up to be heard. The voting 
power is lodgéd in W. C. Bradley, 
of Columbus; ‘Ernest Woodruff, of 
Atlanta, and E. W. Stetson, of New 
York, as trustees. Mr. Candler 
seeks to have this agreement set 
aside as illegal. Judge George P. 
Munro being ill, Judge Malcolm D. 
Jones, of Bibb superior court, is 
presiding. . 


This is an adjourned term of court 
and all minor matters have been 
deferred in order that full atten- 
tion may be given to the Coca-Cola 
case. The defendants filed a de- 
murrer to Mr. Candler’s petition, and 
the lawyers argued the demurrer 
throughout virtyaHy the entire day’s 
session. 

Argument was not concluded 
when when court adjourned for the 
day, and the case probably will con- 
sume all of tomorrew. The ques- 
tion now up is one of jurisdiction. 
It is claimed in the demurrer, which 
contains several grounds, that a 
court of equity in Georgia has no 
jurisdiction in the case, because the 
domicile of the corporation is in 
Delaware.

» A tuition fee of $100 will be 
charged each Georgia boy entering 
the Georgia School of Technology 
this. fall, this being the result of 
action taken by the institution’s 
board of trustees at its meeting 
Wednesday toovercome the serious 
financial shortage at the _ school, 
which was not taken care of by the 
recently adjourned general assem- 
bly. The session was held in the 
office of the president, and was pre- 
sided over by ex-Governor Nat E. 
Harris, chairman. 

During 
existence, Tech has admitted fiftecn 
boys from every county in the state 
free of tuition. Certain nominal 
fees were’ charged to cover break- 
age and a few slight expenses, 
amounting probably to as much as 
$30 per year per pupil. The tuition 
fee of $100, according to the new 
plan, will absorb these nominal 
charges, 

Regret Necessity for Step. 

Dr. K. G. Matheson, president of 
Georgia Tech, and other officials of 
the school, as well as the trustees, 
expressed their intense regret at the 
necessity for the step, but declared 
that it was unavoidable, if Tech is 
to maintain the same high standard 
which has won for her a high place 
among the world’s technological in- 
stitutions. 

The new measure will cut off 
something like 2,000 boys in Geor- 
gia from the free tuition privilege, 
according to estimates made Wed- 
nesday, but it is not yet known 
what effect the charge will have on 
the revenue@of the school, since i 
believed. that the fee will keep 
many from attending who. would 
have done so in the event it had 
been still unnecessary to make the 
tuition fee a reality, |

NEGRO BUSINESS 
LEAGUE CONVENES 


Before more than 5,000 white and 
colored citizens, representing prac- 


tically every section of the coun- 
try, Mayor James L. Key welcomed 
the National Negro Business league 
to the city at the Wednesday night 
session, which wag held at the Audi- 
torium-Armory. ~* 

In his address, Mayor Key pointed 
out the opportunities offered to the 
negro, as we!l as to the white man 
in Atlanta. He was presented by J. 
B. Watson. 

Following his address, Charles A, 
Shaw, secretary of the local league, 
introduced Dr. C. R. Moton,- pres- 
ident of the National Negro Busi- 
ness league, and principal of Tus- 
kegee institute, who delivered the 
annual adrdress. “Of the total negro 
population, 8,912,000, or 85 per cent, 
are living in the south.” said the 
speaker, refering to the charges 
that negroes, if able, are migrating 
to the north. He added that “the 
race problem has still to be worked 
out south of Mason and Dixon line.” 


30,000 More Farmers. 


He ajso pointed out that there are 
30,000 more negro farmers in the 
south than was the case ten years 
ago. Relative to property holdings 
by the negroes of Georgia, he said 
that in the country their holdings 
had increased 78,969 acres, while in 
the towns the property increase 
value in money was $3,479,000. He 
stated, also, that during the past 
21 years. negro business enterprises 
increased from 20,000 to 50,000, 
while the operation of banking es- 
tablishments increased from two to 
eighty-one.

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He then explained the advantage 
which would accrue from the pro- 
posed establishment of three bu- 
reaus in connection with the Na- 
tional Negro Business league: the 
bureaus on business promotion, on 
public education and co-operation 
and on health. 

The peroration of his speech dealt 
With the race question, and ended 
with a plea that justice be upheld 
and friendliness be developed be- 
tween the whites and blacks. 

Plea for Friendly Relations. 

“It is very important, for. the 
progress of both, that they live am- 
icably together,” he sajd, “for the 
two races will probably live: to- 
gether here in the south and in this 
country for all timé. 

“It must be impressed on all that 
racial problems cannot be solved by 
lawlessness on the part of black or 
white; that all alleged criminals 
should be tried ‘by constituted tri- 
bunals; that a race should be treated 
justly and accorded the rights and 
privileges of-citizenship on the Dba- 
sis of merit, without regard to color 
Or creed; that democratic America 
should set an example to the world 
of what democracy means;' that it 
should demonstrate that the great- 
ness of a nation or a race in the last 
analysis lies in ‘its ability to be fair 
and just to the humblest and the 
poorest, yea,and the blackest, too.”

(2) That naticnal neadquartere 
should keep the negro press anu 
the white newspaper and magazine 
press regularly and rightfully in- 
formed as to the achievements of 
negro men and women. 

(3) To make a special effort to 
encourage the establishment of an 
increased and more diversified num- 
ber of business enterprises among 
the negro people. 

Catalogue of Enterprises. 

(4) To compile a catalogue of 
negro business enterprises, seeking 
to give them a rating later on the 
order of the Dunn and Bradstreet 
mercantile agencies; ; 

(5) To ‘constantly seek, compile 
and publish new and improved, or 
the most successful methods. of 
managing and building up various 
kinds of business or other racial 
enterprises. To form a very close 
alliance with the several hundred 
negro papers and magazines, 

(6) To place in the field effi- 
clency experts for the purpose of 
studying negro business and mak- 
ing such practical suggestions as& 
would serve te put such negro busi- 
ness enterprises in touch with live, 
up-to-date, economical and success- 
ful business methods; 

(7) Finally, to systematically de- 
velop the membership of local negro 
business leagues as a basis for the 
prontotion of the ideals of the na- 
tional organization.

DIVORCE 1S GRANTED — 


TO FORMER ATLANTAN| 


Baltimore, Md., August 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—On grounds of abandonment, 
Mrs. Laura Boyd Carleton, former- 


ly of Atlanta, Ga., was granted an 
absolute divorce from George Carle- 
ton, who is now said to be living 
in New York. 

The decree signed in the circuit 
court today directs Carleton to pay 
the complainant the sum of $5,000 
in cash and the sum of $200 a 
month until January 1, 1922, when 
the payments will be reduced to 
$150 a month.

with the people of Europe, who ma 
want to purchase them,” he said. 
“It is stated that Mr Meyer is the

“The first class of farmers need 
money to pay their last year’s ob- 
ligation to the banks and to take 
cadre of the great loss they have sus- 
tained by the unprecedented slump 
in the price of cotton. The second 
and third classes of farmers want 
to borrow’ money in order to be 


table to hold their cotton until they 


can get a market for the same. 

“The provisions of this bill as 
amended do not sufficiently and 
satisfactorily take care of either one 
of these classes of farmers. 

“Tt is made clear under this bill 
that the railroads are going to 
get what they want. It is also clear 
to any unbiaséd mind that the 
western farmers are getting all that 
they want, and what J insist upon 
in common justice and fairness to a 
great section of our cOmmon coun- 
try is that the cotton grower be 
taken care of and be given what he 
needs.

Closes Door to Europe. 

“It unconditionally provides that 
no person outside of the United 
States can purchase any of, our 
agricultural products, even though 
the purchase money thereof is 


expended within the United States. 


This closes the door to all the 
countries of Europe who have here- 
tofore been large buyers of Ameri- 
can cotton. This-is the first at- 
tempt on the part of the congress 
in time to prevent European ha- 
tions through their own agents and 
representatives in this country ne- 
sotiating for and purchasing the

GEORGIA FARMERS 
GATHER IN MAGUN 


Macon, Ga., August 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Georgia Farmers’ con- 
gress, held under the auspices of 
the Georgia State Agricultural so- 
clety and the Georgia Horticultural 
society, began a three days’ ses- 
sion here today. The attendance 
is disappointing, but it ia theught 
that more may be in attendance to- 
morrow. It is believed that heavy 
rains of the past few days prevented 
a larger attendance. 

Today’s session was featured hv 
an address by J. J. Brown, com- 
missioner of agriculture, who gave 
warning that the agricultural sec- 
tions of the eouth are facing the 
gravest situation in forty years. but 
who expressed the opinion tha: the 
farmers nave the “courage, energy 
and ability to meet the Sit-tution.” 
“When the values of farm pro.l- 
ucts are so deflated that there is 
not erfough to meet the cost of pro- | 
duction the situation is alarming,” 
said Commiseioner Brown. If the 
farmers are compelled to liquidat2 
on their cotton this year xt less 
‘than 20 or 25 cents, a calamity 
faces the state that has no equal 
since the county was founded.” 

Blames Freight Rates. 

Blame for present conditions was 
placed largely on the present high 
freight rates, Mr. Brown stating 
that diversified farming can never 
be carried on successfully in Geor- 
gia until Macon and other points 
in Georgia can ship corn from sduth 
Georgia as cheap as they can from 


authorized the abolition of all free

Sanctioned By Legislature. 
It will be recalled that the general 


assembly in cutting down the state 
educational apropriations authoriz- 
ed such institutions to charge tui- 
tion. 

Ever since the foundation of the 

Tech a cerain number of students 
have been admited from every coun- 
ty in the state free of the tuition 
charges. 
The tuition fee required of other 
Students than those admitted on 
free scholarship has been $30 per 
year, So in their case the increase is 
$70 a year, the same increase apply- 
iug to the students who have here- 
\tofore been admitted on free schol- 
arships, for they have not been 
exempted from the payment of ma- 
triculation and other fees aggregat- 
ing $30 a year. 

In other words, the increase in 
the funds of the school from all 
State students next year will be $70 
for each student, the aggregate de- 
pending entirely upon the matricu- 
lation. 

If the matriculation reaches 1,000 
it will mean that the income of the 
school from this source will be in- 
creased $70,000 which, only par- 
tially meets the shortage for the 
next year. 

If the matriculation should be 
more or less than one thousand,

The tuition fees as above named 
for students from both within and 
without the state, cover all scholas- 
tic fees of every kind for the year 
with the exception of athletic fees 
which are small, and which are ob- 
tained from sources independent of 
the activities of the school itself. 

Dr. Matheson Hopeful. 
“It was the only thing left for 


us to do,” said Dr. Matheson. 

“NO one recognizes better than 
ourselves the inequity and injus- 
tice of the course which has been 
forced upon us by the second con- 
secutive year of utterly inadequute 
appropriation,” added Dr. Matheson, 
“put it is the only possible basis 
upon which the school can obtain 
the necessary funds. 
“Every member of the _ board 
would have much preferred not tec 
have taken this aetion, but they al] 
Saw that the echool was facing a 
crisis, and that this was the only 
way to meet it. 

“This will by no means cover 
the expenses that will be necessary 
to operate the school next year on 
its present standard of efficiency, 
but we are going to do the best 
We can and every member of the 
faculty is helping use to meet the 
crisis by loyalty such as was never 
excelled by the teaching board of 
any institution. 

“The course taken by the board 
was in effect suggested by the lez- 
islature itself, and the best thing 
we can do is to give the new plan 
a fair tryout with the hope that 
as times get better the state will re- 
lieve us of the necessity of charg- 
ing tuition fees. 

“In his connection,” continued Mr. 
Matheson, “theer are many worthy 
Georgia boys who are working their 
way through the Tech who will need 
help next year. ‘ 
“What better work can the lib- 
eral people in every county in Geor- 
cia do than ino standing by these 
boys and in seeing them through? 
“It would be a shame for any 
boy in Georgia, who is now in the 
Tech, or who wants to attend next 
vear, to be deprivrd of the privilege 
of doing so for the lack of funds 
to pay his way through the Tech. 
“*A helping hand’ should be lent 
to such boys. The records show 
that practically every boy who has 
been so helped, has paid back the 
loans made him, just as soon as 
he became able to do so, and every 
boy who graduates from the Tech 
has a job waiting for him. I very 
heartily commend this thought to 
every man in Georgia who wants to 
help his fellow man.” 

Whether or not it will be neces- 
sary to cut the already low salaries 
of the faculty and employees of the 
school during the readjustment nec- 
essary for the school to live within 
the budget allowed was a question 
which was referred to the October 
quarterly meeting of the board of 
trustees.

In another column of this page 
we present a communication from 
Samuel B. Adams, of Savannah, a 
prominent and able Georgian, tak- 
ing issue with this commendation,

the mob instead of 


“running away from it.” 
And Mr. Adams with the force 


of his splendid legal ability, makes 


a strong case. 

But the thing that The Consti- 
tution intended chiefly to com- 
mend, and does commend, is the 
fact that this mob, seeking bloed, 
did not get what it went after! 

In other words, this sheriff pro- 
tected and saved the lives of two 
prisoners for whose safety he was 
responsible under the law! 

There might have been a dozen 
courses open to him, by which to 


-accomplish that objective. 


He elected one of them—and the 
one he elected proved’ effective! 

Instead of the ghastly and dis- 
graceful sight of two humap 
bodies, riddled with bullets, hang- 
ing to a tree, the people of Rich- 
mond county saw a disappointed 
anob of would-be lynchers slink- 
ing back across the South Caro- 
lina border whence it had come to 
violate the sanctity of Georgia jus- 
tice. 

And just here let us say that 
where this mob should have been 
met was at the bridge, when they 
from another 
state. 

In this connection it is appro- 
priate to commend the manner in 
which the officers of the law in 
Augusta on Tuesday night pre- 
-yented an orgy of murder and 
-arson similar to that which re- 
cently brought Tulsa, Okla., into 
n ‘ional disgrace. 

Here a negro had run amuck, 
killing two white men—one g po- 
liceman—and was himself killed 
in resisting arrest. 

A mob formed, bent vpon ven- 
geance; and the stage was all set 
for a bloody race riot, with all of 
the killing and burning that fea- 
tured the Oklahoma holocaust. 

But law and order 
Not a shot was fired, and the 
“worst that happened was the 
‘burning of the body of the dead 
negro. 

While happily, the situation was 
controlled withaut bloodshed, how 
‘much better it would have been 
had the public conscience been 
tspared the ghastly raid on a 
morgue and the gruesome seizure 
and burning of a human body—an 
act for which there was no pos- 
sible excuse nor reason, and by 
which nothing could possibly have 
been accomplished. 

What it is in men that prompts 
the commission of such a ghoulish 
act as that is one of the mysteries 
of human nature. 

But the bare fact that this mob 
was dispersed and finally pacified 
without even the firing of a shot 

is reassuring as 
growing mastery of a wholesome 
spirit of reason, moderation and 
justice in Georgia.

A COURAGEOUS WOMAN. 


It seems to have been left to a 
woman to demonstrate a quality 
that is woefully lacking in Ameri- 
can official circles, especially in 
the halls where laws are made. 

That is the quality of fearless- 
nesyto speak oft and vote and 
act in defiance of powerful “influ- 
ence” and at the threatened peril 
of political slaughter. 


The woman in question is Miss 
Alice Robertson, the only woman 
representative in congress, and 
the demonstration of the kind of 
stuff of which she is made was 
occasioned a few days ago when 
she set her foot down heavily upon 
the so-called “better baby bill.” 

Opinion may differ as to the 
merits of this bill; and it does, that 
of Congresswoman Miss Robert- 
son being, as she expressed it, that 
the measure is “vicious in princi- 
ple and would be worse than in- 
effective in the defects it pro- 
fesses to seek,” in that it would, 
as law, put the federal government 
in the attitude of meddling in a 
matter outside of its province and 
of usurping powers that belong 
wholly and exclusively to the va- 
rious states. 

Supporting the ‘measure is said 
to be a powerful lobby; and it is 
also said that this lobby has bold- 
ly threatened with political de- 
capitation those who do not “get: 
into line.” 

In the case of Miss Robertson 
the alleged threat did not “work.” 

“T refuse to work under the de- 
moralizing compulsion that has 
been used: in this instance,” she 
declared. | 
“Accordingly,” she went on to 
say, “I face being ridiculed, perse- 
cuted and perhaps eliminated; but 
I face it fearlessly. It is my duty.” 
But the probabilities are that 
Miss Robertson has no occas 
for worry. 

Such fearlessness, such fi- 
delity to duty, as she has ex- 
pressed is something rare in mod- 
ern-day politics; and it is to be 
hoped that any legislator possess- 
ing such a commendable quality of 
true statesmanship has—all things 
being equal—nothing to fear from 
any American constituency. 
Congress, and every other legis- 
lative body in the nation, needs 
more of that sort of principle and 
courage among its membership. 


THE KING AND THE COST. 
What a turn-about; without-fear- 
or-favor old world it is, when even 
a king is found in his counting- 
room puzzling his brain over prob- 
lems of finance! 

“Rob me the exchequer,” said 
Falstaff to Prince Hal, when the 
latter informed him that he was 
“900d friends with his father,” and 
“might do anything.” 

But the royal exchequer isn't as 
full now as in the old days; which 
accounts for the universally ad- 
“hard up” condition of 
England’s king and queen. 

The cabled story is that the 
king hasn’t ordered a new suit 
since the war ended—because he 
isn’t financially able; and the 
Princess Mary has had but little 
new finery in all that time. 

This is no idle story, told for 
possible effect, to show that roy- 


alty is one with the people in bear- 


ing the burdens left over from the 
late war: In its various degrees 
the pinch of war-poverty is felt 
by all. 

The king drinks water instead 
of wine; it has even been substi- 
tuted for high-priced tea at the 
royal table. He is an enforced 
prohibitionist! 

Being a good loser, he does not 
complain, The story just “leaked 
out.” 

In the line of economy he has 
even gone as far as to suggest the 
curtailment of court ceremoniais, 
which should be kept up for dig- 
nity’s sake. 

Considering his undoubted sin- 
cerity in advocating and practic- 
ing these economies, he’s a king 
worth While! 

He was always pretty much of 
a good fellow. Once he went to 
common court as a witness in a 
law case and stood up for his 
rights—just like plain people. He’s 
democratic through and through. 
His subjects must feel more like 
saying “Shake!” to him now,

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


A REGIMEN FOR STOUT WOMEN. 
So many, many women—not to 
drag in the men—begin soon after 


thirty digging their graves with 
their teeth, which is the famous al- 
legory but an unfortunate one, from 
otir present physiological point of 
view, for in truth life is shortened 
because we do not make enough use 
of our teeth. I dare say the modern 
food manufacturer, who takes it 
upon himself to remove every factor 
or element of the food that he 
deems indigestible or otherwise un- 
fit for human consumption, is more 
to blame than our teeth for the 
short race so many of us run. The 
food manufacturer or manipulator 
calls this “purifying’”’ the food. For 
example, the food manipulator takes 
a wholesome thing like. wheat and 
removes the iron, the phosphorous, 
most of the other mineral salts or 
elements and the vitamins, and sells 
what remains under the pleasing 
name of refined flour — which 
makes but sorry staff of life to lean 
on. He similarly maltreats rice and 
Sells what remains as a_  suitabbe 
food—and is suitable for the pro- 
duction of such grave nutritional 
disorders as beriberi (mul- 
tiple neuritis) Brown rice 
(unpolished rice) is suitable 
for healthy people to eat: 
Polished rice is not. These and 
many other harmful processes 
which the food manipulator deems 
essential are more or less calcu- 
lated to discourage the natural pro- 
cess of mastication. And it is too 
easy to forget that the chief part 
of digestion occurs in the mouth. 


Any woman who reluctantly re- 


aliges that she is growing too stout 
or corpulent, especially about the 
middle of her body—that is, abo 
hips, thichs, buttocks and abdom 
first, that the 
corset is a chief factor, though it 
has never been worn tight-fitting, 
and second, that use of every mus- 
cle groups which the corset renders 
Practically useless will prevent and 
remove the fat deposits which not 
only destroy physical beauty, but, 
as slacker flesh live on the body’s 
energy a3 parasites do, and thus 
shorten life. For such a woman I 
would prescribe some regimen as 
follows: 

(1) More thorough use of the 
teeth—complete mastication—some- 
thing akin to Fletcherism. This 
fills in time at table without over- 
filling the alimentary tube, 

(2) Two miles of oxygen three 
timez a day on the hoof, or its 
equivalent in general exercise, not 
counting housework as exercise.

BITS OF NEW YORK LIFE

New York, August 17.—A shiver 
of fear has reached those who live 
in the phantom world of drug ad- 
diction in New York. Dr. Simon, 
head of the narcotic squad, has 
written to wealthy drug. addicts 
that they muSt take a cure or face 
arrest and exposure. 

It is whispered that the expos- 
ure, if it comes, will reveal names 
high in the social and artistic life 
of the city. Dr. Simon admits that 
on his list are several millionaires, 
a noted composer of popular songs, 
two novelists and a half dozen 
screen stars. 

Drug addicts have a partnership 
in that silent understanding that 
links them into something closer 
than casual acquaintanceship. Sev- 
eral meetings have been held at 
which the rich rubbed elbows with 
thhe dregs of the underworld. They 
were facing the tragedy of their 
supply being cut off. 

About two weeks ago a Baltimore 
society woman was found dead from 
drugs in a Tenderloin hotel. She 
had registered there with a chauf- 
feur—a gray-faced, gaping-mouthed 
addict who is reported to be one of 
the peddlars to the rich. 

At a. theatrical premiere one 
night recently. a typical New York 
dandy entefed a private Box. “He 
fidgeted about, moist with beads of 
cold perspiration. during the first 
two acts and in the last act there 
was a dramatic moment when the 
heroine gave ai blood-curdling 
scream. It proved a lash on the 
rawest flane of overtried nerves 
and the dandy jumped up and top- 
pled over into the orchestra pit. 

The audience believed he had 
fainted, but at the hospital it was 
found that for three days he was 
unable to get drugs. 

At the narcotic clinic on the 
Bowery below Canal street, where 
the bilge waters of the city-tide 


flow and eddy, curtained  limen- 


sines arrive every hour and empty 
their heavily veiled patients. Some- 
times they are screaming in deli- 
rium. One broke away from her 
captors and rushed up to a laborer 
in crumpled corduroys. She 
kneeled at his feet, extracted a 
chamois bag of jewels from her 
bodice and baring her arm shouted: 
“Quic, for God’s sake, the needle!’’ 
It developed that he was a ped- 
dlar, and in her agony she had 
recognized him.

Assails Position 
Of State Officials On 
W. & A. Rent Funding 


Editor Constitution: I notice in 
The Constitution the statement by 
Comptroller-General Wright in 
which he takés the position that 
the law of Georgia requiring one- 
half of the state’s income to be 
paid over to the common schoole, 
was but a statute passed by the 
legislature and that the succeeding 
legislature is not bound by what its 
predecessor does, and that the leg- 
islature had a perfect right to pass 
another statute authorizing the gale 
of the state’s future railroad rental 
and appropriate the money to past 
indebtedness without allowing one- 


half or any other portion to the 
public school funa. 


I desire to controvert this posi- 
tion and to call Comptroller-Gen- 
eral Wgight’s attention to the fact 


that under the constitution of the 
state of Georgia, a legislature can 
not by special act change, modify 
Or nullify an existing general law. 

In the instant cage the legisla- 
ture of 1919, pages 288 et seq, pass- 
ed a genéral comprehensive law, 
codifying the school laws of the 
state of Georgia. 

Section 109 of this act on page 
331, provides: 


“That 50 per cent of nll revenues re- 
ceived by the state fromm all sources of in- 
come or taxation shell be used and ex-~ 
pended for the support and maintenance 
of the common schools of Georgia for the 
year in which said income or taxes are due 
and payable. This section to go into effect 
January 1, 1922." 

This is a general law and the cone 
stitution of the state of Georgia, 


article 1, section 4, paragraph 1 
(code 6391) provides: 

“Laws Of a general nature shall 
have uniform operation throughout 
the state, and no special law shall 
be enacted in any case for which 
tet ch yeh has been made by an ex- 
sting general law, etc.” 

I understand from the newspa- 
pers that the legislature for 1921 
passed a special law or resolution, 
providing for a commission, headed 
by the governor, authorizing this 
commission to sell the future rentals 
of the & <A. railroad for five 
years, and to use the entire. pro- 
ceeds for the purpose of paying 
the state’s existing indebtedness 
no part of the same to go to the 
public echools. This is clearly a 


special act in contravention of a 
general law and is prohibited by 
the constitution of the state of 


Georgia above quoted. 

In my opinion, neither the gov- 
ernor nor the commission can legal- 
ly sell these rentals and pass a good 
title to the purchaser but that the 
state school commissioner can com- 
pel the lessee of- the W. & A. to 
pay one-half of this rent each 
month into the state treasury for 
the benefit of the public school 
fund and that the courts will, if 
appealed to by the state school com- 
missioner. hold that this special act 


is void in so far as one-half of 
the rentals are concerned, accruing 


p 


after January 1, 1922, the date said 
general act goea into effect. 

In addition to the unconstitution- 
ality of said act, it is most unfor- 
tunate that the state Should under- 
take to sell its future income for 
any purpose. I see that the gov- 
ernor hopes to sell these rents on 
the basis of a 6 per cent discount 
and a simple calculation will show 
that this will entail a loss of near- 
ly one year’s rent, or to be accu- 
rate, five years is equivalent to 
60 months and the average time 
would be 30 months, or 2% years, 
which at 6 per cent per annum 
would be 15 per cent off of the 
total rent of $2.700.000 and would en- 
tail a loss of $405,000, leaving only 
2,295,000 as the present value, 

Of all the “wild-cat” legielation 
ever enacted this is the most sul- 
cidal. H. H. DEAN.

Senator Jones Approves Dean’s Posi- 
tion. 

State Senator John H. Jones, of 
LaGrange, to whom H. H. Dean sent 
copy of his communication pub- 
lished above, wrote him as follows: 

LaGrange, Ga., August 17, 1021. 

Hon. H. H. Dean, Gainesville, Ga. Dear 
Sir: A copy of your letter of yesterday to 
The Constitution has been read with deep 
interest and is very gratifying to me, be- 
cause I am conscious of the value of your 
opinion. 

A phrase which I desire to have brought 
out is that, while General Wright claims 
that the school code provision of 5O per 
cent for common schools was nullified by 
the Western and Atlantic funding act, that 
act was passed about two weeks before the 
general appropriations bill, which was 
adopted on the last night of the session, 
and in which the school code provision of 

per cent of all revenue was enacted 
distinctly—just as clearly as the English 
language could express it. It is te be 
found in the section, of course, with refer- 
ence to common schools appropriations. 

I am sure that our position that the 
school code provision was not repealed is 
sound and could not be evaded. our able 
statement of the case makes me absolutely 
certain of that. ut were not, it 
would appear to me that Generali Wright’s 
owh argument of precedence would prove 
that the general appropriations bill, which 
was passed two weeks after the Western 
and Atlantic fental bill and re-enacted 
the 50 per cent provision, would take 

ecedence over the Western, and Atlantic 
bill, or both would be in conflict and noth- 
ing could be done without further legisia- 
tive action to etraighten out the tangie.

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Sheriff of Richmond 
Not Entitled to Praise, 
Says Judge Adams 


Editor Constitution: Permit a 
few words concerning your edito- 
rial of the 12th instant, headed “A 
Model Sheriff,” in which you com- 
mend strongly the sheriff of Rich- 
mond county for his shrewdness 
and adroitness in outwitting a mob 
bent upon the lynching of prison- 
ers in hie custody and his success 
in running ‘away trom the mob with 
these prisoners. You seem to think 
that he exhibited a great deal 6f 
nerve and fearlessness. 

With deference to your view, it 
seems to me that the sheriff does 
not deserve the compliments paid 
him by you. 

It appears that in a city of <Ab- 
gusta’s population, with a. police 
force, with a sheriff and deputies, 
and the sheriff's power of summon- 
ing @ posse, the sheriff publishes to 
mob and to the world that he 
was either unable or unwilling to 
defend his prisoners against a law- 
less crowd, and found it necessary 
to run away from them. Il1 perceive 
that the papers state that he left 
word with his deputy to allow them 
to examine his jail 80 as to satis- 
fy them that the prisoners were 
not there. It may have been. in 
crder for him to have prepared a 
dinner in honor of the mob and 
to have left a note apologizing to 
its members because their victims 
were not there! 

It would seem that a fearlese 
sheriff would have stood his ground 
and been prepared to meet and 
repel a lawless mob. It is a sad 
commentary upon Augusta, as well 
as upon the sheriff, that it was neo- 
essary for him to run away and 
outwit the mob. 

I am entirely persuadéd that a 
few determined men armed could 
have @eaved the prisoners from the 
mob, provided, always, that the mob 
understood that, if need be, the 
ee would shoot and shoot to 

ill. 

The trouble fs that mobs under- 
stand that thelr own precious \lives 
are in no danger when they take 
the law in their own hands, trample 
it under foot and@ add to the dis- 
graces of our state. I do not think, 
myself, that the sheriff did his duty, 
or that his performances are at all 
creditable. 

Recently a Mississippi! mob came 
to a hospital that had charge of a 
party accused of murder and a sin- 
gle Methodist preacher with a pis- 
tol in his hand defied the mob and 
saved his patient. He did this be- 
cause the mob understood that he 
would fire and fire to kill, if nec- 
essary, and would even eacrifice his 
own life. Some days afterwards the 
same prisoner was taken to the jail 
and a mob went there and took him 
out *nd lynched him. The sheriff 
and his deputies must have been 
Wwilline because, if really in earn- 
est in an effort to prevent the out- 
rage, they would have succeeded. 

I fear that the sheriffs and jfail- 
ere generally in Georgia understand 
that if they kill members of a mob, 
in order to prevent a lynching, they 
afe not doing a popular thing. Alas, 
for the public sentiment of our 
state!

Dr. Ira M. Boswell, of George- 
town, Ky., stressed the vttal im- 
portance of full representation for 


Atlanta at the Dixie highway con- 
vention to be held in Cincinnati on 
September 9 and 10, at a special 
joint luncheon of the Atlanta and 
Georgia automobile assoOciations, in 
the dining room of the Ansley hotel 
Wednesday.

Dr. Boswell declared -that farm- 
ers of Tennessee saved enough 
money in transporting crops on 
zood roads to build two roads across 
the state and 30 miles the other 


way. 
“Money is what makes” the 
world hum,” emphatically lectured 
the doctor, “and money alone will 
build good roads. Fortunes accumu- 
lated in other states will be spent 
in the south by tourists if roads are 
good and well advertised.

McCallie Dispells 
Visions of Riches 
From ‘Wind Wells’ 


BY PAUL STEVENSON. 

Visions of the discovery of natur-. 
al gas on two farms in Ware coun- 
ty were dispelled Wednesday when 
Dr. 8S. W. McCallie, state geologist, 
declared that such phenomena as 
“wind wells” are fnRvt uncommon 
and that air escaping through holes 
bored for wells 4s probably nothing 
more than plain air and is not gas 
at all. 

Reports from Waycross were to 
the effect that jjir under heavy pres- 
Sure rushed-out of a well bored on 
the farm of In Lott, of Hebard- 
ville, and that some time later the 
same kind of air gushed from a 
well bored on the farm of V. ¢. 
Parker, of Sunnyside, two miles 
from Waycross. 

When ‘the: rush of air was first 
discOvered it was believed for a 
time that Jet Bowen, Ware county 
representative in the legislature, 
had returned home and was prac- 
ticing up on a spéech in gome sub- 
terranean cave. Later Jet was seen 
on the streets of Waycross so the 
matter was laid before’ several 
scientists. 

Dr. McCallie was asked about the 
phenomena Wednesday and explain- 
el that similar “gushers” have: been 
reported to his office. He called 
attention to his annual report on 
underground waterways in Georgia, 
in which a chapter is devoted to 
“blowing wells’ and 
springs.”’ 

Dr. McCallie said there are two 
kinds of such wella. One xkind 
blows steadily in onedirection and 
another alternates blowing out and 
pulling in air. Dr. McCallie showed 
how air can be compressed through 
the motion of an underground 
stream when trapped. This air re- 
mains compressed until the pres- 
sure grows 50 great that it forces 
an opening usually througi the top 
of @ well or the mouth of a spring, 
he said. . 

Dr. McCallie mentioned “Grant's 
blowing spring,” near Chattanooga, 
as one of this class. In south Geor- 
gia “blowing wells” are found in 
Decatur, Thomas and Dodge coun- 
tles..

The general mar- 
ket closed steady at a decline of 
21 to 24 points. 

The opening was steady in re- 
sponse to rather better cables and 
the unfavorable weather map. First 
prices were 1 point lower to 2 
points higher, and the market 
showed net advances of about 8 to 
10 points during the middle of the 
morning. with October selling at 
13.08 and January at 13.54. 

Crop complaints continued to 
reach here from the southwest, In- 
cluding mail advices claiming that 
almost the whole crop of south 
Texas will be open by August 28, 
while there was bullish comment On 
the weather east of the river, and 
some scattered buying on expecta- 
tions of a bullish weekly report from 
the weather bureau. Reports that 
the demand for cotton goods was be- 
coming less active owing to the re- 
cent advance of prices and the ir- 
regularity of raw material markets, 
had a tendency to restrict buying. 
however, and offerings increased 
during the early afternoon. Evi- 
dently the weekly report of the 
weather bureau was a disappoint- 
ment to early buyers, and stop or- 
ders avere uncovered on the decline, 
which carried October off to 12.75 
and January to 13.20, or 20 to 25 
points net lower, and to the lowest 
prices touched since the advance on 
the end July crop indication.

In the early trading, better eca- 
bles than due, the continued drouth 
in Texas, further crop complaints 
from that state, and several other 
states in the cotton region, and ex- 
pectations of very bullish weekly 
official réports, caused a very 
steady market, but immediately 
after the reading of the weekly re- 
ports, Values commenced to lose 
ground and then gradaully sagged 
during the remainder of the session. 

In the late trading it was plain 
that traders who took on long con- 
tracts in the early part of the week 
were letting their cotton go and, for 
a while, selling was general], with 
the ‘market getting very little sup- 
port from any quarter.
